O.S.R. ' 758 A.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Aot, 1955 (10 of 1956), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following order, namely:— 

HIMACHAL PRADESH SEED POTATO (CONTROL) ORDER, 1958 

1. Short title, extent and duration.— (a) This Order may be called the Hima¬ 
chal Pradesh Seed Potato (Control) Order, 1968. 

(b) It [extends to the whole of the district of Mahasu in Himachal Pradesh. 

(c) This Order shall come into force on and from the 15th September, 1968, 
and ^all remain In force up to the Slat January, 1959. 

2. Defltaltlons. —^In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) "Administration” means the Lieutenant Governor of Himachal Pradesh; 

(b) “dealer” means a person carrying on the business of purchasing, sel¬ 

ling or exporting seed potato and includes an agent of a dealer; 

(c) “export” means to take out of the territory by land or air; 

(d) “Form" means a Form specified in the Schedule annexed to this Order; 

(e) ‘licensing authority” means the Development Commissioner of Hima¬ 

chal Pradesh, and includes the Director of Agriculture Himachal 
Pradesh, Director for Potato Marketing, Himachal Pradesh, and 
Potato Development Oincer, Himachal Pi'adesh: 

(f) “seed potato” means the tuber of the plant solanum tuberosum harvest¬ 

ed between the months of September, 1968, and January, 1959, and 
which is of normal shape character'stic to the variety, viable, mature, 
firm, free from discuses with well-developed eyes; 

(g) “territory” means the district of Mahasu in Himachal Pradesh. 

3. Dealers etc. to obtain licence.— ^No person shall — 

(a) carry on the business of purchasing or selling seed potato; 

(b) store seed potato for sale or for export; 

(c) export, attempt to export, or abet the export of seed potato; 

except under and in accordance with the terms and conditions of a licence grant¬ 
ed under this Order: 

Provided that nothing contained in this clause shall apply to the e’xport of 
seed potato not exceeding in the aggregate twenty scers in weight at any one 
tlTTift by a bonafide traveller as a part of his luggage. 
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4, Restriction on export of potato seed.—No person shall export, or attempt 
to export, or abet the export ol, any seed potato which is not graded, packed 
and marked in accordance with the directions issued by the licensing authority 
undej* the provisions of this Order. 

5. AppHcatton for licence.—(1) Every person desiring to obtain a UcencM 
under this Order shall meke an application In Form A in duplicate to the licens¬ 
ing authority. 

(2) A separate application .shall be necessary in respect of each place of busi¬ 
ness. 

(3) Every such application shall be accompanied by a treasury challan under 
Head XXIX Agriculture-Misc. Receipt, for Rs. 5'00 as licence fee.. 

fl. Grant and refusal of licence.—(1) On receipt of an application under claum 
5, the licensing authority, after making such enquiry as it considers necessary; 
shall, by order in writing, either grant the licence or refuse to grant it. 

(2) Before granting any licence under this Order, the licensing authority, 
shall have regard to the following factors, namely:— 

la) whether the applicant has been carrying on or has carried on business 

as a dealer and if so. for what period; 

lb) financial position of the applicant; 

l c) in relation to an application for licence for export, facilities or experi¬ 

ence that the applicant po-ssesses for grading of seed potatoes; 

(d) such other factors which appear to the licensing authority to be rele^ 
vant under the circumstances. 

(3) Where a licence is refu.sed, the grounds of such refusal shall be communi¬ 
cated, as early as possible, to the applicant. 

(4) Every licence granted under this Order shall be in Form B. 

7. Period of validity of licence.—Every licence Issued under this Order «»lu>w 
unless previously cancelled or suspended, expire on thei 81st of January, 19S». 

8. Issue of directions,—! 1) The licen.smg authority may issue direction to all 
licence holders generally in regard to— 

(i) issue of vouchers by sellers of seed potato; 

(ii) grading and packing of seed potato and marking of containers thereof; 

(ill) submi-s.sion of returns in the form prescribed by the licensing authority 
from time to time; 

(iv) training of dealers or their employees In the methods and technique of 
gradmg of seed potato. 

(2) Every licensee shall comply with any directlon.s issued under sub-clause (1). 

9. Power to cancel or suspend Ilceace.—The licensing authority may, after 
giving the holder of a licence an opportunity of being heard, suapend or can^ 
a licence on any of the following grounds, namely: — 

(a) that the licence had been obtained by misrepresentation as to material 

particulars; 

(b) that any of the provisions of this Order or terms and conditions of the 

licence or the directions issued under this Order have been contra¬ 
vened. 

10. Appeal,—Any person who is aggrieved by an order— 

(a) refusing to grant a licence; 

(b) cancelling or suspending a licence; 

may within fifteen days from the date of such order, appeal to such authority 
as the Admini.stration may specify in this behalf, and the decision a< such 
authority shali be final. 

11. Bervtce of orders and dlrecftloBS,—^Any order or direction made or issued 
by the licensing authority may be served in the manner provided In sub-section 
(6) of section a of the Essential Commodities Act, 19B6 (1^ of 1956). 
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12. Power of entry, search, seizure, etc.—(1) The licensin|: authority or any 
ofllcer duly authorised by him in writing in this behalf may, with a view to secur¬ 
ing compliance with this Order or to satisfying himself that this Order has been 
complied with— 

(h) stop, detain and search any pcrsoiij motor or any vehicle, animal or 
receptacle used or capable of being used for the carriage of seed 
potato; 

(b) enter and search any building, structure or place; 

(c) seize any seed potato hi respect of which he has reason to bellevei that 

any provision of this Order has been, la being, or is about to be 
contravened: 

(d) inspect or examine the licence, accounts or stocks of any licensee at 

any time. 

(2) The provisions of sectiona 102 and 103 of the Code of Criminal Proce¬ 
dure, 1808 (5 of 1898), relating to search and seizure shall, so far as may bo, 
•apply to searches and seizures under Ibis clause. 

13. Exemption.—The Administration may, for sufficient rca.sons, exempt any 
'person or class of persons or anv department of the Government from the opera- 
■ lion of all or any of the provisions of this Order.
